A Message for Race Relations Sunday, February 10, 1952 
from the National Council of the Churches of Christ in the 
United States of America. “God...hath made of one blood 
all nations of men... For we are also his offspring.”° 


(Aets 17:26a, 28b) 


Fourscore and seven years ago one of our forefathers fell before an assassin’s hand. 
A gaunt, homespun man he was, ridiculed by opponents as a rail splitter and back- 
woodsman. A common man he was, and we have done well to place his image on our 
most common coin. He is honored throughout the world today as probably the great- 
est American. 

We honor Abraham Lincoln for his personal greatness, but we have left unfinished 
his work of emancipation. A revolution in race relations has been taking place in 
America in the last decade; old fetters are breaking and a new spirit of reconciliation 
is abroad in the land. But too often still the vague fact of color and the vaguer 
theories of race overshadow the deeper fact of brotherhood among all men. Eman- 
cipated, the Negro is not yet given equal freedom. Welcomed as cheap labor, newly 
arrived members of minority groups, including Jews, Orientals and Mexicans, are 
still treated cheaply in many ways. The American Indian, on a continent earlier his 
own, continues to suffer from exploitation and limited opportunity. 

The whole world watches every denial of human brotherhood. The issue of race 
has become crucial in a time when men must learn to live as brothers if they are to 
live at all. In Asia and Africa non-white peoples are breaking old bonds of domina- 
tion and are struggling toward equal status in the world. On occasion their aspira- 
tions are thwarted by newer and subtler forms of tyranny, but they will not be forever 
denied. The struggle for racial equality is a central aspect of the current conflict 
among the nations, and tyranny can hardly be defeated in one sphere unless it is 
rejected in every form, everywhere. 

The findings of science and the ideals of democracy agree with the Christian faith 
in proclaiming the unity and the essential equality of all men. But Christian faith 
goes deeper and bases its teachings on foundations that can never be shaken. It af- 
firms that men are not only equal under God, but also brothers: “For we are also 
his offspring.” He hath made us all of one blood; we are all kinsmen in the only fam- 
ily that shall endure forever. We are required therefore not only to tolerate one 
another, and to deal justly the one with the other; more profoundly, we must actually 
love each other. Because God our Father loves us all, our love must be without sham. 
“For God so loved the world that He gave His only begotten Son.” 

God gives life to every man; for all men did Christ die and rise again. Under God 
every infraction of brotherhood will come to judgment; in Christ men are bound 
inseparably together. 

The faith we profess condemns all racial division and directs our feet toward a new 
way. The Christian churches have succumbed largely to racial lines. Now we are 
moving toward unity in race relations and toward integration in a more blessed com- 
munity. We must hasten: the times are urgent and our imperatives are clear. 

Justification is coming for the faith of a tall man—a gaunt man so tall that his 
image will fall across centuries—a homespun man of the people who believed that the 
people under God, at last, would find the way to brotherhood. 

A time for testing has come for that greater faith which the centuries have not 
obscured: the assurance that we live and move and have our own true being in God 
the Father, whose offspring we are and whose redemptive love enables us to treasure 
all men as brothers,

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Austin Drops Bias 


By a 3-2 vote last month the City 
Council of Austin, Texas, opened the 
main library to Negroes and the Negro 
branch to whites. 

Spearheading the successful action 
was Professor W. Astor Kirk of Tillot- 
son College. 
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We Have Left Work Unfinished 


Shocking violence and peaceful progress concurred 
during 1951 as the battle against bias and the search 
for brotherhood continued. 

It was the year of a bitter Christmas that found 
NAACP leader Harry Moore and his wife blasted to 
death by bigots in Mims, Fla. 

But yet, on that very date, our records showed a 
total of 1532 contributions—a gain of one-third over 
the previous year. By that much more are people 
coming to realize that segregation is a dynamite bomb 
beneath the homes of all of us. 

It was the year of consolidation of gains and plot- 
ting of new advances. 

Under the aegis of the Sweatt decision, graduate 
school after graduate school was opened to ALL quali- 


fied students. Steps were taken to make the trans- 
portation companies comply with the letter and spirit 
of court rulings. Some professional societies and li- 
braries dropped Jim Crow bars. 

A direct bid for the integration of public schools 
was made in South Carolina and elsewhere. 

And, becoming aware of the pressing problem of 
medical discrimination, the SCEF has undertaken a 
poll of some 46,000 Southern doctors to gain their views 
on segregation in medical services. 

This project was made possible by your contri- 
butions last year. For us to use the findings to the 
utmost advantage and to strike for new goals, your 
continued support is necessary. 

Let ts grow again by a third in 1952.

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SCEF Disappointed 
By Court Action 
In Clarendon Case 


The Supreme Court, in a 7-2 decision 
on January 28, declined to make a final 
ruling on the constitutionality of South 
Carolina’s segregated schools. 

The court sent back for further evi- 
dence and action the Clarendon County 
school case in which a special 3-judge 
court had ruled (see Sept. S. P.) in a 2-1 
decision that the Jim Crow school sys- 
tem was not a violation of the consti- 
tution, although it found that the schools 
for Negro children were inferior to those 
for white children. 

The practical effect of the action prob- 
ably will be to delay until the next su- 
preme court term, starting next October, 
any final ruling in the case. 

Justices Black and Douglas dissented. 
They said the high tribunal should hear 
arguments on the case immediately and 
make a decision on the constitutional 
question. 

SCEF Expresses Disappointment 

Disappointment was expressed by the 
Southern Conference Educational Fund 
in the failure of the Supreme Court to 
meet headon the issue of segregation. 

A statement issued from the New Or- 
leans headquarters of SCEF by Mr. Au- 
brey Williams, president of the Fund, 


“The rash of bombings and violence 
directed against minorities, which we are 
witnessing in recent days, is a logical 
development in a society which tolerates 
segregation, with its philosophy of white 
supremacy—and superior and _ inferior 
races. 

“Young people, white and colored, can- 
not be expected to really believe in de- 
mocracy and brotherhood when their 
elders deny them an opportunity to prac- 
tice these great ideals. 

“Sooner or later the Supreme Court 
must decide this issue of segregation, cer- 
tainly one of the most pressing moral 
problems confronting the nation today. 
In the meantime, every day of delay 
brings additional and unnecessary hard- 
ship and suffering,—as well as frustrated 
and stunted lives.”

TRENDS 


Last month’s state Democratic primary 
in Louisiana was notable in numerous 
respects: 





A Negro candidate for governor, the 
first since Reconstruction days, finished 
seventh in a field of nine, receiving 
around 5,000 votes. 

In contrast with the campaigns of 
neighboring states, race-baiting was com- 
pletely absent. 

There were 12 Negro candidates for 
the legislature. Negro registered voters 
totaled 86,000—as opposed to about 25,- 
000 in 1948. Thirteen parishes (coun- 
ties) had them on the voting rolls for the 
first time, although there still remain 18 
of the 64 parishes where Negroes are 


excluded.

Governor Byrnes of South Carolina is 
recommending a repeal of the constitu- 
tional provision setting up the state’s 
public school system. 

It is a cold-blooded move in anticipa- 
tion of a U.S. Supreme Court ruling that 
segregation is unlawful. His Excellency 
wants a free hand to abolish the whole 
structure lest democracy prevail. 


However, the courts will probably toss 
out his little scheme if ever he should 
try it. His gesture merely shows how 
hollow is the “separate but equal” dogma 
he and his peers profess.

Georgia’s Governor Talmadge teed off 
against TV because the appearance to- 
gether of white and Negro actors “on a 
purely social, equal basis” shocked his 
tender psyche. 

Replied the Charlotte News: “Fortu- 
nately for the governor and his kind, they 
can always turn off that little button on 
the TV set if they don’t like the program-

Atlantic City, N. J. has named as pres- 
ident of the Board of Education, Dr. 
Stanley L. Lucas. It is believed that Dr. 
Lucas, an outstanding physician, is the 
first Negro to hold this post in a major 
American city. In Nashville, Tenn., 
Major Ben West appointed Coyness L. 
Ennix ,attorney, as the first Negro mem- 
ber of the 90-year-old Board of Educa- 


tion.

The University of Tennessee is the 
latest state university to admit Negroes 
to the law and graduate schools. The 
action came on Jan. 10 when John 
Hooker, representing the University, rose 
in the U.S. Supreme Court following ar- 
guments by NAACP counsel Robert L. 
Carter, to say that the university trus- 
tees had decided to admit Gene M. Gray 
and Jack Alexander to the graduate 
school, and Lincoln A. Blakeney and Jos- 
eph H. Patterson to the law school. 

Five Southern state universities still 
refuse to join the democratic procession. 
They are Florida, Alabama, Georgia, 
South Carolina and Mississippi. In ad- 
dition the University of Missouri law 
school still denies admission to Negroes.

A Negro soldier killed in Korea was 
—after nearly two month’s wait—finally 
allowed burial in a Phoenix, Ariz., ceme- 
tery. 

The management had heretofore in- 
sisted on letters of permission from three 
veterans organizations before accepting 
non-Caucasians. This GI’s father refused 
to beg and, with the help of nation-wide 
publicity, won a waiver.

Church has recommended that Negro 
ministerial students be admitted to two 
church seminaries at Sewanee, Tenn., 
and Lexington, Ky. 
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
